AFTER TWO DAYS FIGHT.

LONDON, Nov. 4.—The Greeks on 
the way to Salonika took Janitza after 
two days’ fighting, defeating a Turkish 
force made up of troops from Salo- 
nika and from the north whom they 
are now pursuing toward Salonika.

TURKS REPULSED

flank, according to a news agency 
dispatth from Sofia. 

The fighting is followed by many 
massacres by the Turkish soldiers, 
the brutality of which is hardly be- 
lievable. 

One of the railway officials who 
escaped from Lule Burgas said that 
he saw the bodies of two men of 
Turkish citizenship who had been 
run to death with bayonets. He 
said: 
“Not an inch of white skin was 
visible on the whole surface of their 
bodies, which were covered with a 
crust of blood. I could not look at 
food for days after I had seen them, 
and this is only one incident of the 
atrocities committed.” 

Asked as to the position of corre- 
spondents with the Turkish army he 
sald: 

“] would not give much for thelr 
chance, as it will go hard with any 
Christians who fall into the hands of 
the Turkish irregulars. These are 
entirely beyond the control of their 
officers. The losses of the two armies 
have been extremely heavy and it is 
probable the Bulgarians who at- 
tacked fortified positiou# lost even 
more than the Turks.”

‘The rails 
ordered were practically all for 1913 
delivery and mills now have on their 
books 1,600,000 tons for next year's 
rolling. 
The Pennsylvania ‘s always the 
banner order of the year but the total 
orderings of the Harriman lines have 
closely approached the Pennavivania’s 
this year, several supplemental 1912 
orders having been given. The HMarri- 
man lines have ordered a consider- 


are expected to take 250,000 tons in 
all, which will place the system on 
a level with the Pennsylvania. The 
Canadian Pacific has been unable to 
place 30,000 tons of rails in this 
country for the spring, 1913, delivery 
and it has been forced to place the 
business with British interests.

EXPRESS RATES 
ARE UNDER FIRE. 


Railroad Commission Hears 
Outside Evidence. 


Los Angeles Representative 
Charges Discrimination. 


Declares Schedules Highest in 
United States. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU _. OF 
THE TIMES, Nov. 4.—{ Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Clearing the way for their 
own Inquiry into Wells, Fargo & 
Co."s fates, the State Hailroad (om- 
inissioners this morning heard out- 
side evidence bearing on rates charged 
in California, the testimony coming 
from the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association of Los Angeles, the 
Associated Chambers of Commerce 
and the Board of Supervisors of Or- 
ange county, and individual shippers. 
When all objections to specific rates 
have been made, the general inquiry 
into all rates will be opened. 

The express company was repre- 
sented by E. 8. Pillsbury and General 
Traffic Manager ©. FE. Graham. The 
Southern Pacific had two watchers on 
hand in the persons of Thomas A. 
Graham and Attorney Durbrow, but 
they took no part in the inquiry. 

HIGHEST RATE IN COUNTRY. 

Oscar C. Muller presented the case 
of the merchants and manufacturers, 
contenting himself with a compart- 
son of the rates from San Francisco 
and Los Angeles to thirty-eight points 
south of Fresno. He declared that 
these rates are discriminatory not 
only against Los Angeles, but that the 
charges between all Southern Califor- 
nia points are the highest charged by 
any express company for similar dis- 
tances in the United States. He filed 
rate schedules established in Loufisi- 
ana, Illinois, Texas, South Dakota, 
Iowa and Kansas, where conditions 
approach those in California, in sup- 
port of his contention. 

MILEAGE RATE PLAN. 

S. M. Davis and A. A. Mills offered 
evidence in the Orange county case 
against the company. Figures were 
Presented to support charges of dis- 
crimination against the company in 
favor of both Los Angeles and San 
Francisco. Davis had compiled sta- 
tistics and he said that the only prop- 
er method of making express rates 
was to have an initial charge, and 
then a rate per mile up to certain 
istances. 

“Do you know.” queried Pillsbury, 
“that In making raliroad rates out of 
your county the schedule shows that 
the rate per mile does not rule.” his 
object being to that rallroad 
rates sustained Wells Fargo rates as 
to the long haul and short haul. 
“Yes, and we are going to file a 
complaint against those rates,” replied 
Mills, while the crowd laughed. 

COMPARISONS. 
“We do not admit that the freight 
rates in California are correct,” inter- 
posed Commissioner Eshleman, ‘and 
80 comparisons made with them as a 
basis to defend your rates will not be 
taken for what they are worth.” 


“It is conceded that you will do 
as you please,” acidly interjected 
Pillsbury. 


TROUBLE TO KEEP POSTED. 
Mills said that shippers had much 
trouble to learn the rates. There 
are all sorts of schedules and the 
agents do not agree. He suggested a 
simpler method of finding rates. The 
companies’ agents in most cases are 
courteous and do all they can for 
shippers. 
No way exists for a shipper to learn 
whether there will be a charge for 
delivery at the point of destination. 
This was revealed by a hypothetical 
case suggested by Eshelman: “If a 
young man in Santa Ana sends a box 
of candy to his sweetheart in San 
Francisco and prepays the charges he 
has no way of knowing whether she 
will have to pay two-bits at this end.” 
Gavin McNab was in attendance for 
the Central California Creameries, 
which have a complaint against the 
company. He was asked if he desired 
to put in any testimony. He said 
that he had only receive’ a copy of 
the express company's answer and 
would be ready later in the week.

EQUITY RULES 
ARE REVISED. 


Court Requires Notices to the 
Parties Enjoined. 
Supreme Justices Abolish 
English Procedure. 


Gompers Calls It a Step in 
Right Direction. 


(By 4. NIGHT WIRE TO THE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—In pro- 
mulgating today the first revision of 
the equity rules of Federal courts tn 
the last fifty years the Supreme Court 
of the United States prohibited grant- 
ing of preliminary injunctions without 
notice and restricted the granting of 
temporary restraining orders. The 
court embodied in the new rule many 
of the potnts of the Clayton antt-in- 
junction bill for which union labor 
Waders have been fighting, which has 
paseed the House and waits tn the 
Sepate. Instead of temporary restrain- 
ing orders being tssvued without notice 
upon presentation to a Federal judge 
of the allegations that immediate and 
firreparable Gamage is about to be in- 
Bicted, the new rule requires that it 
must be shown by specific facts set 
forth in affidavits that such damage 
Will result. If a temporary restrain- 
ing order ts issued, a hearing on the 
injunction must be given within ten 

. Heretofore no time limit was 
by the rules and often not by the 
courts. The court went still further 
and provided that those 
mey come into court within twe days 
and be heard with expedition on a 
ae to dissolve the restraining or- 


The new rules do not require those 
procuring the restraining order to give 
& bond, or the judge to set forth in 
the order hie reasons for granting It. 
—_— are provisions in the Clayton 


Chief Justice White did not refer 
to the anti-injunction rule in an- 
mouncing the changes in the old rules, 

t emphasized that the revision was 

ed to simplify procedure and 
remove delays and reduce cost.

The present rules came 
down from the courts of England, 
with only one or two revisions since 
the beginning of the republic. 
EXPLAINS THE RULES. 
Chief Justice White, explaining the 
cules from the bench, grouped the 
refarme under four or five heads. One 
wae in regard to the exercise of power 
ty the admiralty courts in matters 


te remove wnneessary 
sieps in modes of pleading and to 
bring the parties quickly te the issue. 

Another wae described as being a 
restriction in the modes ef taking tes- 
Umony, perticularly in patent and 
copyright cases. 

Another reform was said by the 
Chief Justice to be illustrated by the 
statement that the new rules, as a 
general thing, provide for trial by 
the court instead of a reference of 
the suit to a referee to take testi- 
mony and report back to the court. 
The Chief Justice eaid the new rules 
would make it possible for the appeal 
ccurt not to reverse suits merely be- 
cause of errors not prejudicial. 

ANTI-INJUNCTION RULE. 

The new anti-injunction rule fol- 
lows in @ general way the rules of the 
Federal court tn the ninth circuit, 
Which comprises the Pacific Coast 
States. It provides that preliminary 
examination shall be granted without 
notice to the opposite party unless it 
shall clearly appear from specific 
facts shown by affidavit, or by the 
verified bill, that immediate and _ir- 
reparable loss and damage will re- 
sult to the applicant before the mat- 
ter can be heard on short notice. 

“In case a “Memporary restraining 
order shall be granted without notice 
in the contingency specified, the mat- 
ter shall be made returnable at the 
earliest possible time, in no event later 
than ten days from the date of the 
order, and shall take precedence of 
all matters, except older matters of 
the same character. When the mat- 
ter comes up for hearing the party 
who obtained the temporary restrain- 
ing order shall proceed with his ap- 
plication for a preliminary injunc- 
tion, and if he does not do so, the 
court shell dissolve his temropary re- 
straining order. 

pon two days’ notice of the party 
obtaining such temporary restraining 
order the opposite party may appear 
and move dissolution and modifi- 
cation of the order, and if in that 
event the court or judge shall hear 
and determine the motion as expe 
Gitiously as the ends of justice may 
require. Every temporary restraining 
order shall be forthwith filed in the 
clerk's office.” 

The new rules will go into effect 
January 1, 1913.

They are simply 
claiming a million votes for him and 
dGeciaring that four years from now 
Democrats and Republicans will have 
to combine on a Presidential candi- 
date to beat the one put up by: the 
Socialists. . Nothing is said about the 
Progressives, but probably they are 
to combine with the Socialists. 

ONLOOKERS. 

The part of woman in politica! cam- 
paigns is largely that of the onlooker. 
To be sure, some of them have got 
into the center of the stage this year, 
but their number, compared to the 
whole body of women, is very small. 
The latter, however, hgve done more 
watching and thinking in the present 
campaign than in the years. 
Most women will make the attitude

WOMEN HOLD 
THE BALANCE. 


Female Voters Will Decide 
California Result. 


Wilson and Marshall Trend 
Is Manifest. 


Western Campaign Managers 
Expect Big Vote. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 4.—The 
women of California have it in their 
power to decide tomorrow whether 
the State shall go for Roosevelt and 
Johnson or Wilson and Marshall. 
Such was the best political opinion 
here tonight, professional predictions 
of the campaign managers aside. 
These were on the one hand and the 
other that Roosevelt would have a 
plurality of 30,000 and that Wrison 
would have 20,000. 

Taft electors did not appear on the 
ballot. Taft strength had been coun- 
selled by most Republican newspa- 
pers of profminence and by many of 
the organization leaders to swing to 
Wilson. La Follette strength, it was 
argued, would naturally be for Wl- 
son, and indeed had also been 60 
counselled by tis leaders, because of 
personal antipathy to Roosevelt. 

NO PRECEDEN'S. 

These two additions to the regular 
Democratic strength, it was estimated, 
would leave the issue extremely close 
——s0 close that If the women should 
show preference in any considerable 
degree for one candidate or the other, 
their weight of influence probably 
would be sufficient to carry the State. 
But there were no past performances 
on which to judge the sentiment of 
the women because this was the first 
year in which they had ever voted In 
Califofnia for Presidential electors. 

An interesting element in the gen- 
eral situation was the huge registra- 
tion from South of the Tehachepi, 
where it was conceded lay the great- 
est Roosevelt strength. Los Angeles 
county had a total exceeding the total 
of San Francisco and Alameda coun- 
tles combined, including all the bay 
cities, but the estimated majority 
given Roosevelt in Southern Califor- 
nia by Progressive leaders was off- 
Set by that claimed for Wilson. 

TWO SHARP ISSUES. 

The issues which have drawn the 
sharpest alignments in the campaign, 
aside from the Presidential contest, 
are the proposed constitutional 
amendment providing for free text- 
books and the initiative measure for 
the revival of racing in the State un- 
der a racing commission. The latter 
was fought through the campaign by 
the California Civic Center, an organ- 
ization of women, and by other pub- 
lic bodies. It provides for the grant- 
ing of licenses for horse racing and 
the permitting of wagering by Paris 
mutual and auction pool systema. 

In San Francisco and the bay cities 
keen interest centers in the constitu- 
tional amendment relating to the con- 
solidation of cities and counties, upon 
which the possibility of the merging 
of the bay cities and San Francteco 
hinges. The former opposed the 
amendment, contending that they 
would be made to assume burdens 
which justly belonged to San Fran- 
cisco.

building Company of San Franciaco: 
the Van Dorn Press Works; the Bur- 
ger Manufacturing Company, and the 
General Fireproofing Company of 
Youngstown, ©. Detectives were em- 
ployed by the District Attorney to 
ferret out evidence in the case,

Japanese in Brazil. 

It was some years ago that the late 
Y. Hasegawa and I, Aoyagi, together 
with a few others, conceived the idea 
of forming a syndicate for the pur- 
pose of establishing a new settlement 
in Brazil. In 1910 Mr. Aoyagi was 
sent to Brazil in order to make the 
necessary arrangetrhents with the gov- 
ernment, which made an uncondition- 
ai grant. A second privilege granted 
ia the reimbursement of the cost of 
transporting the immigrants, while a 
third is an exenrption from State 
taxes for a period of five years. 

On Shetr return to Japan a syndi- 
cate was started, with a capital of 
two million yen, and it is planned to 
settle at least 2000 families within 
four years, of which about 300 -will 
be sent by the end of this year. In 
the choice of emigrants, special cars 
is to be exercised to pick up experi- 
enced and good farmers, so that the

HISELING CHICAGO CRITICs. 

There are tricks in all trades, but art — 
especially the art of the sculptor—has not 
been supposed to be given to trickery, ex- 
cept where a politician is chiseled out of a 
nomination.

For a sculptor 
to have his work accepted by Chicago crit- 
ica, and placed in a Chicago park, is a pass- 
port to a place alongside Phidias and Dona- 
tello in the galleries of the world.

And yet Chicago has been imposed upon, 
shamefully imposed upon. A statue of Co- 
lumbus by Frederick Beer, an American 
sculptor living in Florence, Italy, was ac- 
cepted and found a prominent place in the 
Chicago World's Fair, which in 1892 com- 
memorated the 400th anniversary of the dis- 
covery of America. But there were other 
statues of Columbus. In fact there was a 
glut of statues of the great Genoese, and 
after the fair was over a job lot of them 
were disposed of. A local Chicago artist 
obtained the statue made by Artist Beer. 
He carried it to his garret and used it for 
some years as a model. After the death of 
President McKinley he snatched the Colum- 
bus statue bald-headed, so to speak. He 
chiseled a part of the hair away, changed 
ite accessories in the matter of dress, sub- 
stituted the name of McKinley for that of 
Columbus and sold it for a good round sum 
to the city of Chicago, which gave it the 
place of honor in McKinley Park. The re- 
cent death of the sculptor Beer in Florence 
led to a search for his works, and, the trick 
was discovered. 

But how about the Chicago art experts? 
If they could be thus easily Imposed upon, 
what is to prevent a speculator from obtain- 
ing from the Pitt! gallef¥ in Florence a 
copy of the statue of Lorenzo de Medicis, 
who looks like a bruiser, and imposing it 
upon the committee of the Windy City as 
a statue of Jack Johnson? What is to pre- 
vent a copy of a statue of Ajax defying th® 
lightning being labelled “Ham Lewis mak- 
ing a speech” and adorning a Chicago art 
gallery’? If sculptors can successfully sculp 
the art critics of Chicago there is no pre 
dicting to what limits the chiseling may 
pot extend.

COURT ALLOWS WOMAN ALI- 
MONY AFTER HEARING STORY.

Ome evening Miles put on the steak 
and it was about nicely done when 
Mrs. Miles poured salt upon it, de- 
stroying its favor. Miles, in a rage. 
stooped to pick up a clothes stick, and 
anticipating an attack, Mrs. Miles 
seized the tea Kettle and poured water 
on him. 

Miles, listing acts of cruelty on the 
part of his wife, said she had threat- 
ened to shoot him, carve him with a 
razor and disfigure his beauty by 
throwing carbolic acid on him. He 
asserted she had also threatened to 
hang herself. Mrs. Miles denied all 
the allegations except the hot water 
bath. She charged him with various 
acts of brutality. 

The court ordered Miles to pay his 
wife $7 a week and gave her the cus- 
tedy of the children. He may see 
them every Sunday. )
